This is a request to excuse an error made by applicant in the above application. 
More particularly, this is a request to excuse an error in failing to timely notify the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office of a change in entity status from a small entity to a large 
entity. In addition, applicant herein submits the appropriate deficiency payment in 
accordance with the rules set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.28(c) and MPEP § 509.03.
